The foreign born element com­ 
posing most of the population of 
the section reported insubordinate 
to the enforcement of prohibition 
today was reported greatly excited 
over reports regarding the possible 
use of federal troops, and in a num­ 
ber of cases white flags made from 
pillar slips, sheets and towels flew 
from windows and housetops. 
Martin S. McDonough, state's at­ 
torney for Iron county who assumed 
the responsibility for the disarming 
of Major Dalrymple's assisting today 
was ready, he said, to submit peace­ 
ably to any federal arrest. U

American government responsive to the desires of the people? 
If there is one thing on which the American people are 
agreed—if there is one thing they almost unanimously de­ 
mand—it is the immediate return of the government to a 
pre-war basis.

Some of the articles concerning this 
matter have been more cinel in their stupid carelessness than 
was the first death message itself. Some of the writers go so 
far as to set forth in ghastly detail the condition of the dead 
and almost photograph their remains in order to create senti­ 
ment against removal. 
No crueler wrong was ever done a 
bereaved people. 
Shortly after the signing of the armistice the next of kin 
pf every deceased soldier was asked by the war department 
what bar wishes were concerning the final disposition of the 
dead. Those cards are now on file in Washington. 
They 
constitute the final word of the soldiers’ surviving relatives. 
Those relatives have nothing else to say.

there is no justice In paying them 
any more than in any other line of 
work. 
Paying poor teachers a good 
salary does not automatically make 
her a good teacher or ven a better 
teacher. 
But, indeed it does have 
a great tendency to even discourage 
more capable rivals who have noth­ 
ing extra to show for superior merit. 
It appears to me our system in such 
that if you pay the poor teachers 
all they are worth, they would have 
enough to pay the good teachers all 
they could reasonably ask. 
Then advance in salary should 
imply some sort of competition or 
merit system, A thing much lacked 
in our school system—the man, who 
can grow a better calf, who can 
make a better wagon, who can write 
a better book, who can preach a 
better sermon than his neighbor will 
find a glad welcome and an ap­ 
preciative public, but for the super­ 
ior teacher finds that the world 
knows and cares very little about 
j what she is really doing and t<uavoid 
I the trouble of coming to see her 
J and investigate her work, rate her 
| and pay her by some such irreve- 
| lant standard, as so many years in 
Normal, so many years of experi­ 
ence, or so much ability to put 
answers on paper to so many ques­ 
tions. 
If the present shortage makes 
communities more alert to get bet­ 
ter teachers and willing to pay more 
money for what they are worth it 
only remains with us as county sup­ 
erintendents and boards to put the 
humblest cross road teacher in topch 
with 
those 
opportunities 
and 
to 
make everybody 
appreciate 
that 
merit wins, that good works count, 
a l l that laziness and indifference 
get what they deserve. 
No#, in conclusion T wish to em­ 
phasize, that the supply of adequate- 
school does not meet the demand;
